from the shelter of a rock and ordered 
the stage to Btop. The men wore loni?, 
dark dusters, their feet being covered 
with guony sacka. The passencera were 
told to alipht and while one highway- 
man covered them with, a shotgun the 
other relieved them of their coin. He 
examined the watch of each passenger 
but took none of the time piecea. 


The bandits 
then ordered Driver 


Lowia to proved into an adjoining ra- 
vine, ao that hi3 carriaae could be con- 
cealed before the arrival of the second 
coach, due to arrive twenty minutes 
latar. The second coach was driven by 
Louis Raggio, brother of tts proprietor 
of the ataije line. 


He waa halted and tho passengers 


forced to alight, after which Rftg«io was 
ordered to join the first vehicle in the 
ravine, whore Driver Lowia and hia paa- 
sengera were waiting in much trepida- 
tion. Driver Kaagioand hia paesenEera 
wera then forced to relinquish all their 
money. The robbera then rode to the 
shelter of the large rock to await the 
arrival of the coach proper, the paaaen- 
gfirn of the advance vehicles meanwhile 
being herded in tho ravine. Wheu the 
heavy coach lumbered up the bandits 
repeated the command to halt given be- 
fore, but the order to atop was unheeded 
by Al Hchweror, who afterwards said he 
did not hear the command. 


One of the robbers, who waa armed 


with a revolver, then poured a volley of 
bnlleie 
horsea. 
thiee times in the left shoulder and a 
wheeler aleo received a bullet. 
The 


robber fired two shots through the cur- 
tains of the coach to complete the ter- 
rorizing of the paBsnngers. 


After running eeventy-tive yards fur- 


ther the wounded horeea fell, and the 
driver and paaaeuger& sprang from the 
coach and ran up the. road to the house 
of a Mexican named Palkfoa. 


It was then learned that 0. M. Ackei< 


man, a jeweler of Angela Camp, had 
been wounded in the right Bide, and 
Abraham Maloof, a peddlerof Ban Fran- 
cisco, had been ehot through the tefl 
wrist. As BOOH aa the coach stopped 
the robbers cot open the wooden express 
box, but obtained little except tho con- 
tents of. a package of moderate value. 


The robbera then returned to thera 


vine and directed Drivers Raggio aud 
Lewis to take their vehicles ana drive 
on. The robbers disappeared with the 
express booty and the money taken from 
the passengers. 


After th« departure of the bandita 


Driver Schwerer returned to bis coact 
and found two of his boreea dead ant 
witb two wheelers ho drove slowly iuti 
Miltou, The injuries were pronouncet 
eerious, but both tbe wounded men 
were able to deparb by this afternoon 
The total amount obtained by the rob 
bare probably did not excoed $200.

corporation, of exclusive rights of navi- 
gation for the next thirty years of the 
San Juau river and Lake Nicaragua. 
These two waterways are said to form 
two of the liuka of what will ultimately 
be the Nicaragua canal. 


Tho state department recently re- 


ceived a report from Consul O'Hara of 
Nicaragua, giving brief details of the 
conceseiona granted to the British com- 
pany, and stating it embraced varioua 
exclusive privileges in the Silicon lagoon, 
the San Juan river and Lake Nicara- 
gua.

Atlaa Company. The Silicon lagoon is 
said to hfl oft tho route of tho canal and 
there appears to be no reason why thia 
should not paaa into the exclusive con- 
trol of a British company.

SHOULD FARMERS GAMBLE? 


The Register of Tularo advisee farmers 


who Jpel that they must speculate not to 
do BO with ;their own wheat: but upon 
the call board, where the bullnand bears 
make and unmake fortunes. This IB the 
way the Tuiare contemporary figures on 
thb proposition from the farmers'a stand- 
point : 


"IE you must speculate speculate ou 


the call board and not in the warehouse. 
Suppose that you have 100 tons of 
wheat. Today that wheat ia probably 
worth $2800. That is your investment. 
If wheat goea up $2 per ton you will 
make $200 on an investment of $2800, If 
it goes down vou lose $200 on the invest- 
ment. Sell your wheat, put $2603 in 
tbe bank and if you must speculate 
(which you ought not) ^.ake the other 
$200 and buy'l00 tons of wheat on 
the call board. If wheat Race up $2 per 
ton you will make $200 on an invest- 
ment of only $200, but if it goes down 
you lose your $200 just aa you would on 
your wheat in the warehouse, but you 
have had the $2600 with which to pay 
debta, fir things up at home, or draw 
interest if loaned. Therefore it is as 
plain as a b c that if a man must specu- 
late he would better do it on the call 
board than in the warehouse. But tbe 
average man makea a poor speculator 
and will be wiser to sell his products 
when he can get a good price, pay his 
debts, atop interest, be free and happy 
as only a man can who is out of debt 
and haa money in the bank." 


Thia advice IB doubtless good for farm- 


era who must gamble in wheat, but there 
should be very few such farmers. Gam- 
bling, in the long run, does not pay, 
whether it is done on the call board or 
elsewhere. 
Winnings are sometimes 


made, and that ia what invariably 
provea the ruin of the gambler. He be- 
comea infatuated with tbe possibility of 
making money easy, and he keeps at it 
ti!l the tide turna and disaster follows. 


The farmer will do well to atick to hia 


farming and let the gamblers do the 
gambling. 


IF yon are not offered a fair price for 


your raisins the day you get them in the 
eweatbor, don't become alarmed. Rai- 
sins will be in active demand in the 
coarse of a few week*, and buyers will 
pay fair prices if they cannot induce the 
jrowera to sell at low prices. That is 
,he enm and substance of the situation. 
There will be no surplus this year, and 
;be status of the market depends on the 
coarse pursued by the growers during 
the next few weeks,

Of course th 
larger a silo the cheaper is the- cost pe 
ton capacity. 
Long experience ha 


demonstrated that a circular ailo : 
moat satisfactory. The latest and moi 
improved eilo on tho Minnowawa rape 
is twenty-six feet in diameter and thirl 
feet high. It la constructed of an on 
side wall of common rustic, nailed o 
horizontally, each board making a boo 
and thereby greatly strengthening th 
building. With aa air space between 
and thi outer wall there is an insii 
wall consisting of two 
thicfinussoa t 


%z:8 inch dressed lumber with tar pi 
pe: between and painted with a inixtui 
of tar and gasoline. It is necessary t 
make tho wall absolutely air tight 
order to prevent mold. The capacity 
thia silo IB 350 tons and ita coat $500. 


Anything that animals will eat gree 


makes good material, but for mile 
cows corn is preferable, aa it forma 
more complete food than anything els 
siloed. The corn should be cut juet : 
it begins to glaze and tho fodder, coi 
and all, fed into a cutter and placed i 
the silo without any delay. Iu the cas 
of corn the great advantage of siloin 
may bn seen, aa tbe fodder in this valle 
when put up in the ordinary way is con 
sidereil almost worthless, but wbe 
treated in this manner it makes the bei 
of food for Htock. 
Alfalfa aleo make 


excellent dairy food all tho year rouii 
when thus treated. The main object: 
making silo of alfalfa ia to preserve 
for winter une in ita succulent conditio 
and also tbe saving uf overfeeding it in t h 
shape of pasturage or hay is a great in 
dncement as more food is thua secured 
per acre. 


Evervtbingtbat goes into the silo ia in 


a green state and is preserved in this 
manner. When we consider that-thirty 
to forty poundsof ensilage makes a day's 
rations for a cow tha relative value of 
this method ol feeding compared with 
ordinary mfitboda can easily ho figured 
out. On one piece of ground six tono of 
green oat hay per acre were produced 
last spring and then corn planted. The 
corn made from twelve to Ritrhteen tons 
of green material per acre, Bay an aver- 
ago of fifteen tone. Thin would make 
21,000 pounds to tbe ficra or rations for 
one cow, at forty pnnnda por rlay, for 
525 days. At thirty pounda per day it 
would be food for 700 daye. Alfalfa 
varies so mnch in different localities 
that it is left to the reader to figure out 
how much ensilage is produced on an 
acre. In using crops for silage much 
time is gained, as the crop ia taken off 
of the ground from two to four weeks 
earlier than when harvested for ordinary 
curing. 


The cost of siloing cropa variea, ac- 


cordioe to the rate of wages prevailing. 
With wages at $1.25 per day and count- 
ing 50 cents per day for horaea, corn has 
been gathered and placed in the ailo at 
a coat of 50 cents per ton; alfalfa a little 
more. 
Tbe 
material siloed is ran 


through n cutter and well chopped np. 
Twelve men with four wagons will cut 
and pat ap three tons per hoar. This 
includes an engineer and three men in- 
eide of the ailo, who tramp the cut feed 
down aa it comes in for storage. 


In a few days after the silo is filled 


the top of the ensilage molds over, fer- 
mentation sets in and the food passes 
through a heating period until taken 
ont for nse. The molding on the top 
makea the eilo air tight, and thua pre- 
serves the food in a juicy and succulent 
condition. The food acquires a slightly 
acid taste, but cattle prefer it to fresh 
cut grass or corn. Siloing enables dairy- 
men to secure a high average of milk 
and butter all the year round, and is es- 
pecially valuable in the winter time, 
when there is no green feed. It is eafe 
to pay that the ailo results in fully a 
fourth larger ontpnt from the dairy 
daring a year. This additional product 
'iringa up tbe profits on a dairy nearly 
SO per cent, aa the increased ontpnt is 
bad at o very light expense over an or- 
dinary yield.

Experts Relieve That tlie Epidemic 


Will Soon Be Under Fall 


Control. 


NEW OiiLEANii, September 27.—Warm 


weather in the past two or three days 
baa had the effect of increasing to aome 
extent the number of new cases of tbe 
prevailing type of yellow fever, bat it 
has equally had the effect of sanding 
down tbe death rate. There were twen- 
ty-three caaea on Saturday, seventeen 
yesterday and upto half past six o'clock 
today, twenty-one cases. But there were 
only two deaths on Saturday, none on 
Sunday and two today. 


Present experience, therefore, proves 


that warm weather adds to the number 
of caeoa, bat reduces the mortality, while 
colder weather dimiahea the number of 
cases and enlarges the death rate. 


Physicians and authorities tonight 


generally agree that tho situation is 
eteadily improving. They believe tho 
chances aro growing more remote every 
day ot an epidemic and that there is 
little likelihood that the disease will as- 
sume before cold weatber, a mncb more 
virulent form than at present. 


Frofesaor Metz, who is at the head of 


the work of sanitation and woo euperin- 
tendfl the fumigation of all houses, said, 
to the Associated Press reporter tonight: 
"Some little figurine that I have done 
discloses that there nave been up to 6 
o'clock tonight exactly 15S caeea. Of 
these 19 have died, and I am able to 
state this evening tiut US have actually 
been discharged aa entirely recovered. 
Therefore there remain only JOI cases, 
and while I would not like to undertake 
a statement of thn number of those on 
the way to recovery, tho death rate 
among them with present conditions 
will be small. The death rate tonight is 
barely above 12 per cant." 


MOBILE, Ala., September 27.—The re- 


port for Monday haa greatly raised tbe 
spirits of the people here. They accept 
it as indicating that the eff Drts to tmr- 
round the disease and stamp it out are 
meeting with success. 


Three new caeea were reported at noon 


for the previous twenty-four hours. 


The only death reported wag that of 


Florence Barlow, aged 23 years. She 
lived on Elmira street near Lipacombe. 
She waa engaged to be married next 
month and during ber sickness her fian- 
cee was not permitted to see her nor at- 
tend the funeral, the regulations being 
so strict that none onteide the phyei- 
cioni, clerpy and undertakers may ap- 
proach fever casea.

In 1B7S tho 
air was resonant with denunciations of 
the wicked men who would not issue 
all tho greenbacks which a, suffering 
puoplo demanded. Hero was a- sure rem- 
edy for great ills, aud yetthe remorse- 
less rulers \vould nob stir a finger or 
print a single bit of paper. 


John Sherman was denounced on all 


hands. Samuel J. Tilden declared that 
only a vast central reservoir of coin 
cotild protect us against the failnre of 
tho proposed return to specie pajincutii 
in 1879.

experienced from the riso in wheat will 
lend farmers to desire an incivaio in the 
prico of other farm products? When they 
learn tho advantages of restored prices, 
•will they not seek some moro durable 
moans of sustaining prices than a 
drought or a famine? Tho department 
official has also contributed to our cause 
by emphasizing tho benefits received by 
other industries from tlio farmer's pros- 
perity. 


Tho president during the last cam- 


paign gave utterance to a very eliVelive 
phrase when ho suggested tho opening 
of tho mills instead of thu mints, but 
ho was auswuml by (ho statement that 
tho mills would open when rlio people 
were ablu to buy the products of tin- 
mills.

Political Effect or tho Rite. 


In calculating tho political effect of 
riso in wheat it must IKS remembered 


that many farmers were threatened with 
foreclosure during the last campaign 


d that a considerable part nf tho 


moil'1}' received for whe.it will ho em- 
ployed iu paving off mortgages. Thus 
intimidation will be somewhat restrict- 
ed, but tho demand for merchandise 
will bo less than it would bo under or- 
dinary circumstances. Tho reasons giv- 
en above for believing thut bimetalli.sts 
will find encouragement rather than 
discouragement iu present conditions 
aro tho samo which have been given by 
other advocates of bimetallism. Thoso 
who advocate free coinage may bu 
wrong, but, they agree upon iho princi-

The law of supply and demand ex-

Coupled with 


iia ia the fact that a majarity oi buyers 
re united in opposition to payiuK the 
rices which have prevailed for some 


weeka past and for which a considerable

The course dictated by the situation 


o the growera ia obvione. They mns 
•epare themaelven to hold their raisins, 
r each portion as is not in immediate 


iemand at fair prices. Very few vine- 


•ftrdiats have enough sweatboiea to 
arry their crop, the custom beinu to 
unloa-l at tho packing houaea aud reGll 
at tb.3 vineyards. Additional boies of 
ome sort and temporary storage will be 
•cqutred. Thia should not be a matter 


)f much difficulty or expense. When 
compared with the difference between 


2)3 or 2?^ and S^ cents a pound for 
raisina it is trivial. 


A movement is already on foot to 


utilize the unoccupied houses of the Co- 
operative Packing Companies, which 
will greatly simplify matters. Raisina 
can thea be stemmed and packed, or 
prepared fur packing, and money cau be 


secured on tbein if required. 
This 


arrangement ehould be speedily per- 


fected and carried out unless there is an 
immediate change in the attitude oi the 
buyera. These packing houses aud their 
equipment can he made a bulwark ol 


defense by the growers.

other counties also on account of the 
heavy depreciation of real estate during 
tne past few yeora.

;er, compriBinK about five sections of 
jrainland. A few yeara ago it waa aa- 
lessed at $20 per acre, while this year it 
is assessed at $12.50. Mnch of the un- 
improved land on the West Side has 
alao been reduced from $10 to $5 per 
acre, so that the aggregate reductions 
run away up into the millions in thia 
county.

committee of tho Freano Oonnty Farm- 
era' Olub, do hereby urge all growers in 
Freano county to atand firm for the 
above prices already secured,and BO well 
maintained by the united action of the 
crowera up to the present lime. 
"We are fully advised that if the 


growers stand Grm and uea judgment in 
Hmitinc the supply of raieina that ia 
put anon the market, for A abort time, 
there will ne no decline in pricea; and 
•we are fully advised that i£ prices now 
decline immediately, it will bo wnolly 
tbe fault of the crowera." 


Everything points to higher pricea in 


the near future. The packers and deal- 
era muet soon have new crop raiaina, 
and if the growers insist upon their 
price they will obtain it. It ia absurd, 
in view of the prevailing conditione, to 
think of selling a pound of raisins at less 
than 3# cants. "With a protective duty 
of 2}^< cents, (increased importations, a 
short crop of Zante curranta and barely 
an average raisin crop at home, tho 
growers ought to get at least the above 


The storing of raiaina whilo they are 


boing held until the buyera come to 
terms presonta aoma diUicultiea, but 
none that cannot be overcome. To buy 
additional sweat hoses would require a 
considerable outlay, and many growers 
cannot afford this. Hector Burner baa 
overcome this difficulty by putting hia 
raiaina in bins and spreading them on 
tbo floora of the packing housp, drying 
Toomn, Darns, etc. Ho saya he intenda 
to hold out for i cents. There is some 
talk oi Caning tho co-operative packing 
houaes, where growern may store their 
raisin?. Thua stored the growers could 
no doubt borrow money on them if they 
desired.

Tvho left San Francisco for tho Elondyke 
on July 31st last, haa written tho follow- 
ing interesting letter to his friends at 
homo. It ia dated "Lake Linderman, 
September :>:" 


"We lantitdnt Skai?uay August 13th, 


at 9 p.m. Stst morning wo (a youug 
man named Brown of S^n Francisco, 
whom I got acquainted with on tho 
nteamrr, and myself) hired a boatman 
for $4 to take us to Dyea, the etarting 
point for Chilcoot pass. Many of the 
passencera were delayed seven or eight 
day a. We bought a boat for $10 and 
floated aud dragged it up the Dyea 
river to the head of navigation- -four- 
teen milea Irom Dsea. There we hired 
three Indiana at 22 cents per pound to 
pack to the summit, a distance ol thir- 
teen miles. I took about eighty pounds 
as fl pack, and wont with the Indians 
strove Sheep Camp.

The 
family were prosperous Germane, acd 
as far aa is known, had lived happily. 
No motive for the tragedy had been dis- 
closed. Boecker'a victims are hia wife 
aud their children.

Boecker, with his wife, and baby, slept 
iu a back room, and their corpses lay on 
one bed. 


The wife had been shot in the neck 


with a shotgun, which atood in the cor- 
ner j tlio baby hud been shot ami ita 
head crushed with the butt of a revolver. 
The man, still breathing, had a bullet 
hole high up on the forehead, aud by hia 
aido waa a aixahooter with two cham- 
bers empty. 


Upataira Henry and Lizzie lay on a 


bed with bullet holes in their heads, the 
latter dead, the boy Btill breathing. In 
tne opposite corner o! tho aame room 
Caroline, Christine and John were dead, 
each with a bullet hole in tho forehead, 
though Caroline had two. 


Late thia afternoon the bodies were 


still untouched, the sheriff and coroner 
being occupied in arranging for the in* 
quest. 
It ia undoubtedly a case of murder 


and auicide. AH but two children met 
with inataut death, for tbe blood clots 
were under the head, aud they ley aa 
calmly in repoee aa if in sleep. All ex- 
cept Henry, who is not yet dead, were 
ittired in night robes. The weapon 
Boecker had borrowed from hia brother 
Henry laet Thuraday,remarking that he 
wanted it to kill rata in the cellar. It is 
now recalled that Boecker had since 
Chen practiced target shooting. 


Boecker waa thirty-four years of age 


and for over twenty years had lived in 
the same neighborhood, in iact on the 
same farm. He has been regarded as a 
prosperous farmer, and only recently 
bought a 2QO-ai5ro farm a few miles from 
the old homestead. 


Yesterday he attended Catholic serv- 


ices with his family. Later he waa vis- 
ited by his neighbor, who savs that 
when be left the Boecker home in the 
evening they were seemingly a happy 
family, and not a premonition of the 
awful tragedy enacted a few hours later 
was given by Boecker. or any one of tho 
household.

At this point Policeman Euaaell came

Ruaaell overheard the Marshal 
tell Barrett to conaider himself under 
arrest. Officer Russell then .directed 
Policeman Antone George, who was 
present, to 'take Barrett to jail. Of 
coarse Russell htd no authority over 
George, and the latter made no move to 
carry out the command.
